Canada 1943 covers the present situation in the Dominion from Atlantic to 
Pacific, the weight of emphasis being placed on those aspects that are currently 
of most importance. So far as space permits, all phases of the country’s economic 
organization are dealt with and statistics are brought up to the latest possible date. 
The text is accompanied by a wealth of illustrative matter that adds to the interest 
of the subjects treated. 


The Introduction reviews Canada’s war program, covering the development of 
her Armed Forces, the financial steps that have been taken, and the governmental 
organizations that have been created with their principal activities. It also reviews 
Canada’s economic condition at the close of 1942. This Introduction is followed by 
special articles dealing with ‘Canada’s Industrial War Front, 1942” and “Power in 
Relation to Canadian War Production”. The former article treats of the extensive 
industrial organization that has been developed under the control of the Department 
of Munitions and Supply for the rapid production of all forms of war munitions. 


The price of the publication is 25 cents per copy which charge covers merely the 
cost of paper and actual press work. The special price concession granted, in the 
past, to teachers, bona fide students and ministers of religion has been discontinued 
in view of the necessity for diverting as large a proportion as possible of Dominion 
funds to the War, and to the fact that, as far as possible, the sales policy of Gover- 
ment publications should be self-sustaining as regards printing materials used.

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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN DECEMBER 


Participation in the war has confronted Canada with economic problems 
of unprecedented magnitude and urgency. The profound dislocation of inter- 
national economic intercourse has reacted adversely upon our industrial and 
every day life. The highly mechanized character of modern warfare presented 
enormously increased demands upon the productive system. Material equip- 
ment is playing a more vital and decisive part in present war operations than in 
any other major conflict. 


The economic contribution to the war effort is the central theme of any 
comprehensive review of the year. Experts of other countries are astounded 
by the war production of the Canadian people. The business placed by the 
Department of Munitions and Supply now exceeds $6 billion. Production 
was at the rate of $2-6 billion last year and an expansion to $3-7 billion is 
forecast for 1943. In addition exports of metals, foodstuffs and other products 
will probably reach a total of $850 million. 


The major portion of the munitions and supplies produced in Canada were 
shipped to the distant battlefronts, meeting the severe tests of climate and 
operations against the best weapons of the enemy. Seventy per cent of the 
Dominion’s total war production was placed at the disposal of other countri¢s 
fighting the Axis. One-half of the output of munitions was consigned to the 
British theatre of war and to Russia and 20 p.c. to the United States and Pacific 
war zones, including China. While the war and consequent shipping difficulties 
have disrupted the normal channels of trade, the retention of commercial 
relationships with other countries is highly desirable. The rebuilding of our 
export trade after the war will be a major factor in any scheme of reconstruction. 


The varied nature of the countries in the British Commonwealth ensures 
a revival of trade, based on the fundamental principle of comparative advantage. 
The close relationship established by the interchange of war supplies with the 
United States will provide experience for the better integration of Canadian and 
American enterprise. As many of the products of South America are comple- 
mentary to those of this country, a sound basis for extensive trade development 
exists and upon the termination of the present shipping difficulties, marked 
expansion may be expected. 


The transformation in the Canadian economy is measured by the advance of 
67 p.c. in the national income from $4-6 billion in 1939 to more than $7 -5 billion 
last year. As the national income consists of the value of goods and services 
produced after deducting the cost of materials, overhead and depreciation, a 
considerable portion of the increase was due to higher prices. War production 
was the main influence in raising the national income leading to a marked gain 
in the purchasing power of Canadian consumers. The expanded income should 
not lead to any relaxation in the endeavour to devote a steadily increasing pro- 
portion of our national resources to the furtherance of the war effort. 
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The industrial structure has been largely transformed in the last three years. 
Manufacturing concerns have received the great bulk of war contracts. The 
shift from civilian to war production is now being hastened by means of the indus- 
trial concentration plan of reducing and pooling civilian production and releasing 
manpower. 


Canada’s productive capacity is no longer adequate to support a parallel 
expansion in the output of war materials and consumers’ goods. The production 
of the latter are now being held in check by a comprehensive system of controls 
and priorities, supplementing the more general restraint of increased taxation. 


War production is scheduled to reach its maximum in the near future but 
the extensive military operations may call for further expansion. Classifying 
the output of manufacturing plants for war purposes into nine main groups, the 
largest output was of mechanical transport at slightly more than $400 million. 
Aircraft and shipbuilding followed with a production of $268 million and $259 
million, respectively. The production of tanks and armoured vehicles was in 
excess of $200 million. The war industries produced $2-6 billion in 1942 in 
addition to metals, foodstuffs and other products exported to the United Nations. 
The outward flow of the latter products is forecast at $850 million during the 
present year. Even this brief summary demonstrates the heavy production of 
war supplies under the impetus of constant industrial expansion. 


Construction contracts to the amount of about $640 million were completed 
in 1941, a considerable decline having been shown in the year under review. 
The government contracts awarded for defence purposes in the first ten months 
were valued at $140 million. The awards between July 1939 and last October 
were valued at $323 million, the greater part having been negotiated for the 
Air Force. 


Despite the residential shortage, restrictions were imposed designed to 
discourage all building activities other than the erection of inexpensive housing 
in crowded areas and essential war construction. The main object is the con- 
servation of higher grade materials more urgently needed for the war program. 


Interest is centred on the production of ships and aircraft. The output of 
merchant shipping will be one million tons in the present fiscal year in addition 
to 200 or 300 naval craft. The outstanding contracts are for 300 ten-thousand 
ton cargo vessels at a cost of about $600 million. The value of aircraft production 
increased 158 p.c. over the preceding year, with manufacturing floor space in 
aircraft factories of 3-5 million square feet employing 55,000 persons. The 
output is about 400 planes per month. 


The index of the volume of output of manufacturing plants rose 40-6 p.c. 
in the first eleven months of 1942 over the same period of the preceding year. 
The increase in employment was 23-8 p.c. in the same comparison. 


The demands made upon railway transportation during the last three years 
have already greatly exceeded the operations of the first world war. War 
transportation consists not only in the movement of the armed forces and of vast 
quantities of munitions and supplies, but also in the carriage of raw materials 
and semi-finished products. The traffic in the first ten months was estimated 
at 76-8 million tons, a new maximum for any like period in history. The gain 
over the same period of 1939 was 28-5 million tons or nearly 60 p.c. 


Despite the diversion of an increasing proportion of consumers’ incomes to 
finance the war and the restrictions on the production of many lines of consumer 
goods, the underlying trend of retail trading continued strong. Shortly after 
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the war commenced, consumers used a portion of their income to make substantial 
purchases of durable and semi-durable goods in anticipation of future needs. 
Latterly, an increasing proportion of the expanded consumer income has gone 
into savings. Consequently retailers’ stocks of some lines are still ample and 
for a time will be available to meet future needs as new supplies become more 
limited. Total sales for the first eleven months of 1942 were 15 p.c. above the 
corresponding period of 1941. 


The response to the third Victory Loan demonstrates the sound financial 
position of the Dominion and the widespread willingness to share in the war 
effort.. Subscriptions totalled slightly less than one billion dollars in the brief 
period of three weeks. The financial policy of the Dominion is formulated for 
providing funds for wartime expenditures and restricting and diverting civilian 
expenditures thereby releasing resources required for war purposes. The policy 
consequently supplements the direct control of prices and production for the 
prevention of inflation. The object of all these measures is to raise Canada’s 
war effort to the maximum and at the same time to equalize the sacrifice. 


Productive operations recorded a further increase in December, the index 
of the physical volume of business rising over the standing of the preceding 
month at 207-8. A considerable advance was shown over December, 1941, 
when the index was 193-9. The factors indicating the trend of mineral 
production were uneven in December. Gold receipts at the Mint rose from 
317,013 fine ounces to 349,459. The index, after seasonal adjustment, advanced 
about five points to 99-8. Flour production was heavier in the last month for 
which statistics are available, the index rising about four points to 117-8. 


Operations in the meat-packing industry were accelerated in December, 
advances having been shown in cattle and hog slaughterings. The general index 
moved up from 149-3 to 155-6. Cattle slaughterings were 121,517 against 
161,207, but after seasonal adjustment the index was about six points higher at 
130-7. Hog slaughterings were 681,000 head against 640,000, the increase in 
the index having been about 9 points to 201-8. Dairy production was somewhat 
greater after seasonal adjustment. The index of the output of cheese was 284 
against 203 and that of creamery butter advanced from 125 to 140. The boot 
and shoe production in the latest month for which statistics are available was 
2,350,000 pairs against 2,417,000 in the preceding month. The recession was 
less than normal for the season a considerable increase having been shown in 
the index which rose about 50 points to 194-4. 


The cotton used by the textile industry was 15,798,000 pounds against 
16,388,000. Some recession was shown in the index after the usual adjustment. 
The forestry industry showed minor advance in December. The recession in 
newsprint production was less than normal for the season, the index advancing 
about 5 points to 100-5. Woodpulp indicators recorded an advance while some 
recession was shown in the lumber movement. 


The new business obtained by the construction industry was $9-6 million 
against $22-1 million in November. A minor increase was shown in building 
permits. The decline in carloadings was less than normal for the season, the 
index advancing from 126-5 to 145-2. The index of livestock marketings was 
121-2 against 117-0 in November. Gains were shown in cattle and hogs while 
the sales of calves and sheep were at a lower position.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN DECEMBRE 


La participation A la guerre a fait naftre au Canada des problémes économiques d’une ampleur 
et d’une urgence sans précédent. La dislocation des relations économiques internationales a 
exercé une réaction défavorable sur notre vie industrielle et journaliére. Le caractére hautement 
mécanisé de la guerre moderne a exigé énormément plus de notre systéme de production. L’ou- 
tillage en fait de matériel joue dans la guerre actuelle un réle plus essentiel et plus décisif que dans 
tout autre grand conflit. 


La contribution économique & |’effort de guerre est le théme central de toute revue compléte 
de l’année qui vient de finir. La production de guerre des Canadiens étonnent les experts des 
autres pays. Les contrats accordés par le Ministére des Munitions et Approvisionnements ex- 
cédent maintenant $6,000,000,000. La production a atteint un rythme de $2,600,000,000 I’an 
dernier et l’on prévoit une expansion 4 $3,700,000,000 pour 1943. En outre, les exportations de 
métaux, denrées alimentaires et autres produits s’éléveront probablement 4 $850,000,000. 


La majeure partie des munitions et approvisionnements produits au Canada ont été expédiés 
aux fronts de bataille éloignés, supportant les dures épreuves du climat et des opérations contre 
les meilleures armes de l’ennemi. Soixante-dix pour cent de toute la production de guerre du 
Dominion ont été mis 4 la disposition des autres pays qui combattent contre l’Axe. La moitié 
de la production de munitions a été consignée au théAtre de guerre britannique et A la Russie et 
20 p.c., aux Etats-Unis et aux zones de guerre du Pacifique, y compris la Chine. Bien que la 
guerre du Pacifique, y compris la Chine. Bien que la guerre et les difficultés d’expédition qu'elle 
entrafne aient disloqué les voies normales du commerce, il est hautement désirable de maintenir 
des relations commerciales avec les autres pays. Le rétablissement de notre commerce d'expor- 
tation aprés la guerre sera un important facteur dans tout projet de reconstruction. 


Le caractére varié des pays du Commonwealth Britannique garantit une reprise du commerce, 
basé sur le principe fondamental d’avantages relatifs. La relation étroite établie par l’échange 
de fournitures de guerre avec les Etats-Unis servira d’expérience pour que les entreprises cana- 
diennes et américaines se complétent davantage. Comme plusieurs produits de l’Amérique du 
Sud suppléent 4 ceux qui manquent en ce pays, il existe une bonne base de développement com- 
mercial considérable et, quand les difficultés présentes d’expédition auront disparu, on pourra 
s’attendre 4 une expansion marquée. 


L’augmentation de 57 p.c. du revenu national, soit de $4,600,000,000 en 1939 4 plus de 
$7,500,000,000 l’an dernier, donne une idée de la transformation de |’économie canadienne. Com- 
me le revenu national est constitué par la valeur des marchandises et des services aprés déduction 
du cofit des matiéres premiéres, des frais généraux et de la dépréciation, une partie considérable 
de l’augmentation est attribuable 4 la hausse des prix. La production de guerre est le principal 
facteur de l’augmentation du revenu national, occasionnant un accroissement marqué du pouvoir 
d’achat des consommateurs canadiens. L’augmentation de ce revenu ne doit pas nous porter 
& nous relAcher dans nos efforts de consacrer une proportion toujours croissante de nos ressources 
nationales 4 la poursuite de la guerre.

Janvier 1943 REVUE MENSUELLE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE 29 


La structure industrielle s’est beaucoup transformée au cours des trois derniéres années. 
Les établissements manufacturiers ont recu la plus grande partie des contrats de guerre. La 
transition de la production civile 4 la production de guerre est maintenant accélérée au moyen 
du plan de concentration industrielle qui consiste 4 diminuer et 4 mettre en commun la production 
civile et 4 libérer le capital humain. 


La capacité productive du Canada ne suffit plus pour permettre une expansion paralléle 
de la production de matériel de guerre et d’articles de consommation. La production de ces 
derniers est maintenant freinée par un vaste systéme de contréles et de priorités, qui s’ajoute a 
la restriction plus générale de l’augmentation des taxes. 


La production de guerre doit atteindre son maximum prochainement, mais les vastes opé- 
rations militaires peuvent nécessiter une nouvelle expansion. Classifiant la production des éta- 
blissements manufacturiers pour fins de guerre en neuf groupes principaux, la plus forte produc- 
tion est celle du transport motorisé 4 un peu plus de $400,000,000. Les avions et les navires 
viennent ensuite avec une production de $268,000,000 et de $259,000,000 respectivement. La 
production de tanks et de véhicules blindés excéde $200,000,000. Les industries de guerre pro- 
duisent pour $2,600,000,000 en 1942 en outre des métaux, denrées alimentaires et autres produits 
exportés aux Nations Unies. On prévoit que les expéditions de ces derniers atteindront 
$850,000,000 durant l’année courante. Méme ce résumé succinct démontre la production con- 
sidérable de fournitures de guerre sous |’impulsion d’une expansion industrielle constante. 


Des contrats de construction pour une valeur d’environ $640,000,000 sont parachevés en 
1941, mais le déclin est considérable l’année sous revue. Les contrats du Gouvernement adjugés 
pour fins de défense au cours des dix premiers mois valent $140,000,000. De juillet 1939 a 
octobre dernier les adjudications ont une valeur de $323,000,000, dont la majeure partie est pour 
le compte de l’aviation. 


Malgré la pénurie de logis, il est imposé des restrictions visant 4 décourager toute construction 
autre que celle de maisons peu cotiteuses dans les régions encombrées et la construction essentielle 
de guerre. Cette mesure 4 pour objet principal de conserver les matiéres premiéres de haute 
qualité qui sont plus nécessaires au programme de guerre. 


L’intérét se concentre sur la production de navires et d’avions. La production de navires 
marchands sera d’un million de tonnes durant l’année fiscale courante en outre de 200 4 300 
navires de guerre. Les principaux contrats sont pour 300 navires marchands de dix mille tonnes 
au coit d’environ $600,000,000. La valeur de la production d’avions augmente de 158 p.c. en 
regard de l’année précédente; les avionneries occupent une superficie de 3,500,000 pieds carrés 
et emploient 55,000 personnes. La production est d’environ 400 avions par mois. 


L’indice du volume de la production manufacturiére au cours des onze premiers mois de 
1942 accuse un gain de 40-6 p.c. comparativement 4 la méme période de |’année précédente. 
L’emploiement augmente de 23-8 p.c. dans la méme comparaison. 


Les demandes faites au transport ferroviaire au cours des trois derniéres années ont déja 
grandement excédé les opérations durant la premiére guerre mondiale. Le transport de guerre 
comprend non seulement celui des forces armées et des vastes quantités de munitions et fournitu- 
res, mais également celui des matiéres premiéres et des produits semi-finis. Le trafic pendant 
les dix premiers mois est estimé 4 76,800,000 tonnes, c’est un nouveau maximum pour toute période 
semblable dans l’histoire. L’augmentation en regard de la méme période de 1939 est de 28,500,000 
tonnes ou de prés de 60 p.c. 


Bien qu’une proportion croissante des revenus des consommateurs ait été détournée pour 
financer la guerre et que la production de plusieurs articles de consommation ait été restreinte, 
la tendance fondamentale du commerce de détail continue d’étre forte. Peu aprés le début des 
hostilités, les consommateurs se sont servi d’une partie de leurs revenus pour faire d’importants 
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achats de marchandises durables et semi-durables en prévision de leurs besoins futurs. Plus 
tard, une proportion croissante des revenus accrus des consommateurs a été transformée en 
épargnes. En conséquence, les stocks de quelques produits sont encore abondants chez les 
détaillants et suffiront a satisfaire aux besoins futurs pendant quelque temps, étant donné que les 
nouveaux approvisionnements sont plus limités. Les ventes des onze premiers mois de 1942 
excédent de 15 p.c. celles de la période correspondante de 1941. 


La réponse au troisiéme emprunt de la victoire démontre la position financiére solide du Domi- 
nion et la bonne volonté générale de participer 4 l’effort de guerre. Les souscriptions se sont 
élevées 4 un peu moins de $1,000,000,000 durant la bréve période de trois semaines. La poli- 
tique financiére du Dominion est formulée de facon 4 fournir des fonds pour les dépenses de guerre, 
4 restreindre et 4 détourner les dépenses des civils, libérant par 1A les ressources nécessaires & la 
guerre. Cette politique ajoute donc au contréle direct des prix et de la production pour prévenir 
Vinflation. Toutes ces mesures ont pour objet de porter |’effort de guerre du Canada A son 
maximum et, en méme temps, de répartir également les sacrifices. 


Les opérations productives s’accélérent encore en décembre et l’indice du volume physique 
des affaires dépasse un peu le niveau de 207-8 le mois précédent. L’avance est considérable 
en regard de décembre 1941, alors que l’indice se plagait 4 193-9. Les facteurs tracant |’orien- 
tation de la production minérale sont diversifiés en décembre. Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie 
passent de 317,013 onces fines & 349,459; l’indice, aprés ajustement saisonnier, gagne environ cing 
points 4 99-8. La production de farine est plus considérable le dernier mois ov les statistiques 
sont connues, l’indice gagnant environ quatre points 4 117-8. 


Les opérations de la salaison s’accélérent en décembre; les abatages de bétes 4 cornes et de 
pores accusent des augmentations. L’indice général avance de 149-3 4 155-6. Les abatages 
de bétes 4 cornes se chiffrent 4 121,517 tétes contre 161,207; mais, aprés ajustement saisonnier, 
l’indice est d’environ six points plus élevé 4 130-7. Les abatages de pores s’élévent 4 681,000 
tétes comparativement 4 640,000 et l’indice fait un gain d’environ neuf points pour s’établir 


4 201-8. La production laitiére est un peu plus abondante aprés ajustement saisonnier. L’in- 
dice de la production de fromage se place 4 284 contre 203 et celui de la production de beurre de 
crémerie avance de 125 4 140. La production de chaussures s’éléve & 2,350,000 paires le dernier 
mois ov les statistiques sont connues, 4 rapprocher de 2,417,000 le mois précédent. La diminution 
est moins que normale pour la saison et |’indice fait un gain d’environ cinquante points pour se 
placer & 194-4. 


La consommation de coton par les textiles s’éléve 4 15,798,000 livres comparativement a 
16,388,000; l’indice recule un peu aprés |’ajustement habituel. L’industrie forestiére est légére- 
ment plus active en décembre. La diminution de la production de papier 4 journal est moins 
que normale pour la saison et l’indice gagne environ cinq points pour s’établir 4 100-5. Les 
indices de la pulpe de bois accusent une avance, tandis que les expéditions de bois d’ceuvre di- 
minuent un peu. 


Les nouvelles entreprises dans |’industrie de la construction se chiffrent 4 $9,600,000 contre 
$22,100,000 en novembre. Les permis de bAtir augmentent légérement. Le déclin des charge- 
ments de wagons est moins que normale pour la saison et l’indice avance de 126-5 4 145-2. L’in- 
dice des livraisons de bestiaux s’établit 4 121-2 comparativement 4 117-0 en novembre. Les 
ventes de bétes 4 cornes e+ de pores augmentent, tandis que celles de veaux et de moutons di- 
minuent.
